New Yorx, August 30.—The steamship 
Hudson, from 4 Orleans, arrived 
here to-day. She ‘eporis that she hed 
heavy weather off the east coast of 
Florida, lasting thirty bours. August 28th 
fell in with ship Sandusky, from Pensacola 
for Liverpool, with jumber, dismantled, 
Water-logged and stern gone. Took 
off the crew who hed been seventy 
hours without food or water; gave them 
clothes and made them as comfortable as 
possible. The report of Captain Lawden, of 
the ship Sandusky, says: Left Pensacola 
August 12 for Liverpool. On the 25th the 
wind increased toa heavy gale from the 
northeast and the ship commenced leaking 
badiy, On the 26th the gale increased 
to a hurricane—the leak gaining 
80 fast that -both pumps 
could not keep the vesseliree. At 6 p.m. 
had ten feet of water in the hold, with both 
pumps constantly going, but to no purpose. 
At 8 p.m, @ squall of great violence threw 
the ship on ber beam ends, when the masts 
were cutaway, At the same time everything 
was swept from the deck, including bath 
houses with al! stores and fresh water. All 
the officers and crew reached the weather 


cook who were never after seen, and must 
have been swept away when the deck load 
went over, Theship slowly righted after 
the loss of her top hamper, but was a com- 
plete water-logeed wreck. The crew re- 
mained on the weather mizzen rigging until 
daybreak—the sea continually ~aweeping 
over them and threatening to carry them 
offevery moment. At daybreak I was ena- 
bled to better our position somewhat, buat 
‘as the Ship was constantly breaking up it 
wasa day of terror. At 4 p.m. we sawa 
brig steering nearly for us, but she passed us 
by without noticing us, though her people 
were piainly visible to us; the wind still 
blowing a heavy gaie and tremendous seas 
breaking over theship. When neariy dark 
the whole stern frame broke and was swept 
away with the afterpart of the main 
deck and the timber commenced coming 
out from between decks. We were then 
obliged to abandon our position aft, and 
after great risk got forward and int the 
forewop, where the night of the 27th was 
The next day was fine but with 
eavy seas constantiy delugingthe ship, At 
5:30 sage we saw a vessel which p.oved to 
be ¢t steamship Hudson from New Or- 
leans for New York. The crew and officers 
were takcu off after being seventy-eight 
boars on the wreck withou: food or water. 
Every kindness was shown us by Cap‘ain 
Freeman, his officers and passengers, 
the latter making up a purse which 
greatiy gladdened the hearts of 
the destitute mariners. The gale 
wes one of the most severe, so Captain Free 
mao reports, that he ever experienced. 
The wind reached the yelocity of a burri- 
caueon the evening of the 26th. As the 
ship was fast breaking up, she wili soon 
cease to be a danger to uavigators, aith ugh 
she was abandoued in the track of norchern 
bound vessels

16:30 p.m.—The day at the executive mansion 
has been extremely quiet, and the 
uneventful news from the sick room 
being very gratifying to all inquirers. Shortly 
after the midday bulletin was issued a ripple of 
excitement became noticeable owing to the rise 
of the patient's pulse to 116, but the cause of the 
rise was satisfactorily explained by the attending 
eurgeons. Theexplanation was in effect that 
the increased pulse was due to the slight 
incision of the parotid gland made by Dr. Bliss 
this morning. The attending surgeons say that 
during the extremely enfeebled conditioa of the 
no importance should be attached 
to the slight fluctuations of his 
pulse. The president coutinues to 
take his usual nourishment, and di ring the jday 
in addition to the koumias, milk porridge and 
peef tea, which he pariook of freely, he ate 
another plece of milk toast with apparent relish. 

During a conversation this afternoon, Dr. 
Boynton said that the grandular trouble was ap- 
parently much betier, and that there was a large 
discharge from it; that there was not much 
ehange in the condition of the wound, 
and that granulation had been renewed, but not 
to any greatextent. He considered tne general 
condition of the patient fully as good as ycster- 
day, and said that while there has been no ma- 
terial gain of strength, there may have been @ 
slight improvement. ‘ There certainly has been 
a marked improvement since the recent crisis,’’ 
continued the docter, ‘‘and he now takes his 
food with as much relish asat any time during 
his illness.”’ In reply to further interrogatories, 
Dr. Boynton said: “No marked change 
isexpected atonce, All that we can reasonably 
expect is that the patient will hold his own for a 
few days. If he makes seven a slight improvement 
it will be perfectly eatisfactorily. 

In response to the question, are there any 
symptoms indicating another crisis? the doctor 
said that he had not noticed any such symptoms 
The interview conc!uded by the doctor remark- 
ing that the prospects for final recovery are very 
fair, butina case of this kiod, he said no oue 
can say positively that the patient will recover, 
therefore he could not make any definite predic- 
tion on tha! point.

Late this evening a representative of the asso- 
Glated press obtained the following statement 
from Dr. Boynton, Mrs. Garfield’s family physi- 
cian. The doctor said: ‘‘Were it not for the 
advent of septicemiain the president’s case he 
would now be convalescent. The stomach trouble 
of two weeks ago and the glandn- 
lar complication, stupor, delirium, rapid 
pulse, Loss of strength, etc., were 
all due to this cause. The wonderful 
vitality of the president enabled him to over- 
come ail of the dangers and complications at- 
tending the wound prior to the occurrence of 
blood poisoning. 

In his case septicemia had undermined the 
very foundation of life, producing a condition 
much resembling typhoid fever, attended with 


pretty much arrested, so that, although he pai- 
took of a sufficient amount of nutritious food, he 
became greatly emaciated and exhausted. The 
blood besides being vitiated by the ab- 
sorption of the septic matters, had 
become more and more depraved, 

on account of the failure of the system to assimi- 

late food and transform it into blood. The 
president has been laboring under the influence 
of this blood poisoning for some time,and during 
the past week it became evident that 
unless a favorable change soon occurred, his vi- 

tal powers would give way. On Friday morning, 
a change for the better was uoticeable—the first 
indication of it beingin the abatement of the 
s.upor aud delirium, This was followed by the 
appearance of other fayorable symptems which 
indicated that the blood poison was being elimi 

nated, andthat the system was making an effort 
to rally from the terrible depression caused 
by septicemia. The problem was now to sustain 
his strength until nature could further eliminate 
the paison. The president was weaker on Satur- 
day than at any previous time, yet his condition 
| was less critical than on the preceding days. 
On Saturday it was more a struggle with 
exhaustion, the case of exhaustion hav- 
ing to some extent been removed, while 
on preceding days the exhaustion was nearly as 
great with no apparent abatemeutof the cause. 
If the blood poison continues to be eliminated 
and no more septic matter is absorbed, thé presi- 
dent Willslowly but surely regain his strength. 
in his present condition it is not impossible that 
there may be further absorption of 
the septic matter, bringing with 
it serious complications, but it is confidently 
hoped thatsuch will not bethe case. No irre- 
parable mischief has occurred to any of the vital 
organs, and his recovery is more than probable. 
As the process of Gigestion and assimilation be~ 
comes more fully re-established, better blood 
will be manufactured from the food, 
which as it circulates through the 
the system will stimulate toa more healthy ac- 
tion allthe functionsof the body. The process 
of the repairs in the wound which is now at a 
complete standstill, will be re-established. The 
discharge of pus which has almost ceased will 
again become normal as to quantity and quality. 
Granulation <will spring up and 
the wound will rapidly heal. The 
glandular trouble although the result of 
septic and depraved eondition of the blood, be- 
came not only an annoying but a dangerous 
complication, and its subsidence was ajvery m< 
portant elementian briaging about a favorable 
change in the president’s condition.

Returns From the South Show the Cotton Orop to 
Be Fifteen Per Osnt Off—-The Decrease 
ia Production Due to the Exosssive 
Drouth and Oaterpiliars.

Adams & Leonard, bankers, of Dallas, Texas, 
Robinson, Stevens & Co., Jackson, Missis~ 
sippi; R. C. Shepherd, a planter and banker 
of Yazoo City, Mississippi; Charles M. 
Williams, Greenville, Mississippi; E. T. 
Miller, Jr., secretary of the Augusta (Geor- 
gia) cotton exchange, and representative 
merchants and planters from ail quarters.

Later that Friday 
evening we find James Malley preparing to 
follow her, alihough his friends claim, in 
establishing his alibi, that when he reached 
home his feet troubled him so that he could 
not leave the house, We find him arrang- 
ing in the store to take a horseback ride 
or a carriage ride, and find 
him at Redcliffe’s about eight 
o’cluck that evening, going in the direction 
in which Jennie bas been traced. Then 
the identification of both Jennie and James 
at West Haven by Gilchrist we consider 
positive. That death did not result from 
suicide we are conyinced by these circum-~ 
stances. She could not have drowned her- 
self, for ber lungs aod stomach contained 
ho water. Had she died from drugs self- 
administered, she could not heve been in 
the water, The sand bars would have pre- 
vented her body from floating, to where it 
was ‘ound, and we assume tb@® in suicide 
noone weuld have troubled to put the 
body in the water from the _ beach. 
Death did not come from natural 
causes, for the auiopsy sbows that all 
the organs were healthy. We are fuiced to 
the conclusion cf murder. We expect to 
have the chemical analysis show how death 
was caused, definitely. Having established 
a probable motive, as we think, for James 
to wish to rid himself of the girl, we con- 
fess that we have yet no positive evidence 
that James Mailey killed her. All is cir- 
cumstantial. That James and Walter 
should have told untruths about the last 
time they saw Jennie alive, when already 
the eveots of the night at the Malley house 
were proven, is one of the strongest grounds 
for suspicion. As to the alibi, the longer 
James Malley’s triends insist on that the 
worse it seems, trom daily contradiction. 
This is the first statement made by any 
official connected with the case of how the 
state expects to implicate either Malley 
with Jennie’s death The authorities have 
resolved to put Blaoche in jail to-morrow 
and see if that will not extract from her 
more information. Her counsel has asked 
for different accommodations to those given 
other female prisoners, but Jailer Stevens 
says he cannot discriminate without in- 
structions from the state’s attorney, and 
these have not yet been given, so she will 
probably be placed in a cell. The black 
mustached man. who has been found, says 
he knows nothing about the party at the 
shore, of which Jennie Cramer was one. 
The jury of inquest will meet, probably, 
Tuesaday. There was no search for testi- 
mony to-day, but it is known that detec- 
tives have visited several surrounding towns 
looking for persons who were at West Ha~ 
ven the fatal night. _ 


ATLANTA IN CINCINNATI,

pleased with the conference. A leading trustee 
remarked that he was satisfied that the people of 
Georgia would be entirely satisfied and greatly 
benefited by the disposition to be made of the 
road. Several prominent citizens called on the 
delegation at the Burnet house to day and ex- 
pressed themselves gratified at the interest taken 
in the road by the people of Georgia. 


THE NAVAL ACCIDENT 


By Which Two Officers Were Killed. 

WASHINGTON, August 30.—The particulars of 
the kil:ing of Lieutenant-Commander Edes: and 
Lieutenant Spaulding by the explosion of a tor- 
pedo, at Newport, R. I., yesterday, have been 
received, Buth offiéers were in the inner harbor in 
a torpedo launch and were putting the torpedo in 
position in order to exhibit an experiment to Ad- 
miral Porter. The torpedo was to bs exploded 
by the breaking of an electric circuit. Edes had 
the deadly missive in his lap while Spaulding 
was} rowing the launch. e tide was low 
and the torpedo was lanted in about 
three fathoms of water. Near by was the re- 
mainder of the class under instruction on board 
the Admiral Porter. Captain Selfridge, and the 
officers of the terpedo station were on Goat 
island, where the torpedo station is located, for 
the purpose of witmessing the experiment. Edes 
leaned forward to arrange the apparatus in the 
water when a loud noise and explosion were 
heard and the two bodies of the unfortunate men 
were seen in the air. The bodies went in the air 
some 35 feet and with them ascended the debris 
of the boat. The workmen employed on the 
station waded into the water as soon as possible 
aud recovered all that was possible of the bodies 
The class immediately returned to the island and 
an Officer Was detailed .to go w Narragausett 
Pier and break the news tu Edes’s wife, wno hed 
gone there this morning on a few days’ visit. 
She belongs in Washington. Spaulding, who is 
not married, resided in Portsmouth, New Hamp- 
shire. The coroner’s jury brought in a verdict 
to the effect that Edesand Spaulding met their 
death by the accidental expiosion of a torpedo, 
which wéuld not have happened had they fol- 
lowed instructions, No ove at the,torpedo station 
is to blame.

WRITES TO THE CONSTITUTION, 


And Endeavors to Make Oat a Onse Against the 
Building ef New Railroads in Georgie 
That May Iaterfere With the 
Profits of the Earlier Birds. 


Lovuisvittg, Ky., August 27.—Editors 
-Constitution: I am at such a disadvan- 
tage in meeting the attacks upon the Louis- 
vilie and Nashville railroad compaay in con- 
nection with its protest against the condem- 
nation of three miles of the track 
of the Georgia railroad for 
joint use with the Cincinnati and Georgia 
railroad.owing to my distance from Atlanta, 
and the pressure of other important duties, 
that I must ask the privilege of your col- 
umns fora partial reply to what | have 
seen in the newspapers as coming from 
those making these attacks. 

Many matiers entirely irrelevant to the 
issue have been drazced in. Among them 
the statemert that | am secretly opposed to 
granting the charter at all. 80 long as I 
am openly opposing only one feature of the 
charter, it is not nécessary to discuss this 
point. I can at least be held {> my 
words, so publicly uttered, that | prefer to 
see the road built, provided it does not seek 
to condemn the property of the Georgia 
railroad, and will build itself at its own 
#xpense, and with no greater privileges 
than bave ever been accorded other roads 
in Georgia heretofore. 

These parties have certainly had enough 
from the state, in securing the Brunswick 
road at a price far less than the state could 
have gotten for it,andif they secure the 
right to build a competing line with the 
State road, with equal powers and privi- 
leges possessed by the other railroads in the 
state, surely they ought to be satisfied. 

My whole opposition to it is based on the 
fact that two trains cannot pass each other 
on the same track; and that, where differ- 
ent roads use the same track, they are 
certain to make the attempt 
occasionally with serious results to 
life and property, unless the 
ownership is recognized, and such amica~ 
ble arrangements made, as are only possi- 
ble where the alliance is one of joint inter- 
est, and where each party is equally at lib- 
erty to terminate it at pleasure. 

Such an arrangement is impossible under 
a condemnation as proposed in the Cincin- 
nati and Georgia railroad charter, and im- 
possible as would be harmony between two 
families condemned to live in the same 
house against their will. 

Even under the most conservative officers, 
the jealousies of rival sets of employes 
would continually bring about collisions. | 

Again, in this particular case, the road 
sought to be condemned is already restrict- 
ed and crowded to the limit of its capacity 
for safety. 

The Air-Line railroad already usesa part 
of it under joint and amicable agree- 
ments. But this only makes it the 
more impossible that the third road should 
come in with any rights not willingly con- 
ceded to it by the other two. 

The depot in Atlanta is also already 
crowded to its utmost capacity. There are 
but five tracks for the five roads entering 
it; and each road often needs two tracks at 
the same time, for outgoing and incoming 
trains. Trains from Augusta, Charlotte, 
West Point, Macon and Chattanooga are 
often arriving about the same time that 
other trains are standing upon the tracks 
receiving their passengers and preparing to 
go to one or more of the above named 
places. The Georgia railroad has buta sin 
gle track in that depot, and with difficulty 
now accommodates its ou'going and incom- 
ingtrains, The complications which will 
arise, are too innumerable to mention, 
should another company condemn the 
right to use the Georgia railroad’s track. 

Suppose, as a single illustration, that 
trains from the east, north and west shouid 
arrive abvut the same hour; and‘the Geor- 
gia road and the new road should both wish 
to make close connection with them, aad 
to have their trains standing on the track 
ready to receive passengers, mail and ex- 
press, from the incoming trains for half an 
hour or more before the leaving time; who 
would decide which train must give up the 
right to theother? And shouli the incom- 
ing trains be behind time, who would 
decide how long the train having the right 
to the track should be privileged to wait 
and keep the other one out? Should 
either the Georgia or the Charlotte road 
make a change of schedule, or bring in any 
excursion or irregular trains, or traius 
behiud time, who would be responsible 
that the trains of the Cincinnati and 
Georgia railroad were notified and held ia 
such a way as to prevent collision? 

Again, should the Georgia railroad here- 
after desire to remodel its yard, or to change 
its gauge, who would decide the questions 
which would arise? ; 

Bat it is useless to attempt to detail the 
inconveniences and dangers which would 
follow such a state of affairs. 

Iam sure that the testimony of every 
utprejudiced railroad man who has ever 
had any experience ir such things would 
be emphaticaily that great and constant 
danger would attend the operation of the 
road; and that no money damages would 
compensate for the injury and annoyance 
which would result. And I believe that 
even the state railroad commission would 
report against it as contrary to public 
policy. 

I also stated in my argument, thatif I was 
to be forced into such a joint partnership 
with any road, I at least wanted its finan- 
cial basis so sound that it would be able to 
respond to its own liabilities; and that I 
did not believe that the Cincinnati and 
Georgia was being built upon such a basis; 
for the reason that the charter excused the 
stcckholders from the necessity of paying 
up their subscriptions in cash, and author- 
izes it to issue an unlimited amount of 
bonds. 

To this it has been answered that already 
eight millions of cash have been paid up. 

hat may be true; but I assert on in- 
formation and belief that for every dollar 
so subscribed and paid up the subscriber 
expects to receive, first, an equiva- 
lent amount of first-mortgeg: bonds; 
second, another equivalent amouat of 
second-mortgage or income bonds, and 
third, another equivalent amount of stock. 
He can then call the stock orthe bonds 
paid up just as he may choose, 

I am also informed that even to this edi- 
tice there is a ground floor, occupied by a 
construction company, oa which only a fa- 
vored few are admitted. _ 

It has been stated that it was necessary 
to keep the opesing of the books very pri- 
vate, for fear the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad would rush in and subscribe for a 
majority of the stock. 

Tais apprehension is altogether unfound-~ 
ed, unless, indeed, it should be admitted to 
the ground floor with the construction com- 
pany. Even the second story occupied by 
those who receive three for one in morigage 
bonds, income bonds, and stock, with the 
prospect of selling to the public on the 
third floor, is higher than we would care to 


ascend. 

But this gharter seeks, against our will, 
to put us up ia the attic with the credulous 
public and unsecured creditors, for all fu- 
ture time. 

Rumor has it, (and surely many 
corroborating circumstances. justify the 
rumor,) that the bitterness of the attacks 
made u the Louisville and Nashville 


urge a new policy upon, and ask favor 
the state,and attack the Louisville and 
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many additional tracks as are n to 
accommodate additional roads, aed 

There isno difficulty whatever in the 
way of the Cincinnati and ia making 
as g and convenient depots and termi- 
nal facilities in Atlanta as any other road 

; except the difficulty of paying a 
low thousand dollars more or less. Hun- 
dreds of examples appear in all large cities 
ofthe union, and they aredaily being 
added to. Itis only necessary to buy a 
strip of land of the desired width, to grade 
the street crossings and keep watchmen at 
them. In this way northern ruo 
rapidly through numerous cifies, with ten 
times the population of Atlanta, and where 
property is far more valuable. 

But the real animus of the hue and cry 
about the Louisvil e and Nashville railroad 
company is not simply to save the Cincin- 
nati and Georgia raiiroad the comparatively 
inconsiderable sum it will cost them to 
build their own road into Atlanta. 

Gentlemen will bear in mind that the 
attack upon the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad company was begunin all its bit~ 
terness more than a month ago. At the 
time I had no idea that that company would 
have the least interest in the pro 
charter. I had guessed from the attack that 
there was probably a small kitten in the 
meal tub, and t, in order to convey it 
safely through the legislature it was neces- 
sary to appeal io and arouse the easily in- 
flamed popular prejudices against railroads 
which are already completed. I am at a 
loss to know what the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad company has done in Georgia 
to change the kind and complimentary 
language so freely used toward it a year 
ago by the press and people of that state. So 
far as the Cincinnati and Georgia railroad’s 
charter is concerned, [ had given it no 
thought or attention whatever until 
my attention was called to the ex- 
traordinary provisions in its 
charter, in which it asks the right to con 
demn to an equal use to itself, three miles 
of the track of the Georgia railroad; and it 
is more than probable that I never would 
have investigated it sufficient to see to what 
species of Tabby it belonged, had not my 
attention been called to its unusual and ex~ 
traordinary provisions. 

It was only after tne proposed charter had 
passed the house,and a printed copy was sent 
me by a friend, that I had any idea that there 
was a whole litter of the regular wild cat 
breed covered upin it; and that one of them 
was especially intended to make mince 
meat of three miles of the Georgia railroad. 

When I came to examine it, I never did 
see quite so much cat for so little meal. Yet 
it is gravely said that the house cut down 
the original requests of these corporators 
to such an extent that they thought 
a cyclone had struck them. Then, surely, 
their original requests must have been a 
curiosity; for they have certainly left 
them more now thao any railroad in Geor- 
gia ever had before. For they are not 
required to pay up their capital stock un- 
less they choose to do so; they can condemn 
their rivals to divide their own private 
lacilities with them; they can run banks, 
mines, manu factories, saw-mills,com presses 
or anything else that “any company” in 
Georgia does, whether railroad company or 
not, and when they condemn any private 
property they can have deducied from the 
damages due any land owner, the value of 
any imaginary advantages the owner’s other 
property may derive in common with all 
his neighbors who are not touched at all. 
A strict application of this principle may 
bring many of the land-owners whose land 
may be condemned in debt to that company. 

All these features are in addition to the 
usual powers conferred by charters. Some 
of them are of far more importance to the 
corporators than the power tocondemn the 
Georgia railroad, and the hue and cry that 
has been raised against the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad company on this point 
is partly to get through the legislature 
other things which would scarcely pass, 
except under the prejudices and passions 
which have thus been fomented. 

I have not the time, and it would make 
this communication too long, to notice the 
many irrelevant matters which make up 
the bulk of thé attacks. 

A sample of them is the cry that the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad company 
has recently doubied its stock iesue. But 
what has that to do with the question? 
However, suppose it had! What are 
the facts? The charter of that company 
required every dollar of its su scriptions to 
its Capital stock to be paid in casb, and it 
only authorized the issuance of stock to the 
amount actually expended on the property 
acquired. This amount now exceeds $32, 
00U,000. The company’s stock is still under 
$19,600,000, Will the Cincinnati and Geor- 
gia accept the same measure? 

[liustrations of joint use of track by dif- 
ferent roads are equally irrelevant, and 
where such arrangements exist they are 
under amicable agreements, terminable by 
either party at statei periods, and no in- 
stance to the contrary can be given, the 
supreme authority of une meanwhile being 
recognized, 

Appeals to public sympathy for Colonel 
Cole because his friends once sold their 
stock, are equally fereign to the issue. He 
had first soid his own stock, as he said, to 
improve real estate ia Nashville. Is it not 
possible that they also had real estate to 
improve? 

Bat allof that has nothing to do with 
this matter. 

It is simply a misstatement to say that I 
have claimed for railroad property any 
greater exemption from condemnation to 
public use than private property en- 
joys. Railroad property may be coodemn- 
ed for any public use. But will the legis 
lature of Georgia undertake to-say that the 
proposed Cinciunati and Georgia railroad 
is @ greater public necessity than the Geor- 
gia railroad? 

It is certainly contrary to every principle 
of equity and fair deaiing to allow one 
railroad company to condemn to its own or 
a joint use, the track and terminal facilities 
of another railroad company. 

As I illustrated it in my printed 
argument, “A’s cornfield can- 
not be condemned for B_ to 
plant corn in; nor even for Bto plant peas 
in the rows between A’scorn.’”’ The state 
may take away altogether and appropriate 
private property to its own or a public use, 
on paying compensation for the injury 
done; but it cannot force any man to take 
&@ parcner and give him equal rights to use 
a piece of his property which only one man 
can use ata time.

WHAT THE PEOPLE ARE DOING. 


The Ravages of the Storm in and Around Savaa- 
nah—A H Accident in Samter 
Osanty—A Onampioa Cotton Stalk 


By Mail aod Wire to The Constitution. 

SAVANNAH, August 28.—This city lies 
prostrated by a storm sweep such as 
never beforein the memory of man has 
wreaked its vengeance upon our coast. 
Even the oldest citizen declares that the 
storm of 1854 was a zephyr compared with 
this, Early yesterday morning a still gale 
was blowing from the northwest, accompa- 
nied bya drizzling rain, which gradually 
increased till at 84 o’clock last evening it 
reached the fury of a tempest; trees were 
uprooted and houses shaken to their foun- 
dations. At9%}\4 o’clock the signal service 
officers recorded the veloeity of the hurri- 
cane at sixty miles per hour, when the roof 
of the building was blown away, carsying 
every means of exact observation; yer still 
the fury of the tempest rose, and wilder in 
his rage, the storm fiend wreaked his ven- 
geance on every hand. Panicstricken, those 
who had not reached their homes, dared 
not venture on the streets, but remained all 
night prisoners in their stores and offices. 
Wiodow biinds were lifted from their 
hinges and huriedinio the streets, chim- 
neys were overthrown, signs were falling, 
brick bats sprang from the house tops, and 
slats were flying like death birds through 
the blackened air; panes of glass were shiv- 
ered from their settings, and whole win-~ 
dows were thrown in upon the floors, 
the rain fell in torrents, and 
the wind raged wildly through 
the houses; the roofing had been tora away 
and the rain flooding floor after floor loos- 
ened the falling plastering in its passage. 
And yet the storm raged hour after hour in 
its fury; in the upper stories the building 
seemed to sway and trembled at each suc- 
ceeding shock. Womeu and childreo were 
placed in the luwer stories, bricks were 
rattling down the chimneys and falling in 
the roums, and the crash of the falling tin 
roofs, as they were blowa from lho ise to 
house, added to theterror of the storm 
Trees were falling upon the houses, and in 
some cases women grabbed their children 
and rushed out into the streets for safety, 
only to be hurled back again by the blind- 
ing tempest that raged without. On the 
river the fury of the tem. 
pest ‘reached its grandest pitch. 
The waters of the ocean left their bounds 
and rolled up the river carrying destruction 
inits path. To-day only salt water can be 
drawn from the hydrants. The lashing 
tides rose over the Baltimore steamship 
wharves, something never known before in 
the history of the city. Hatchiason island 
was submerged and men, women and chil- 
dren were swept from their homes. Ose 
poor fellow reports the loss of his wife and 
two children; he, clinging to his house-top 
as it floated away ia the darkness, was twice 
washed away, but managed to 
regain his hold and was taken away 
more dead than alive this morning. 
The steamer H. B. Piant went downto 
Tybee y esterday but was prevented from 
landing by the fury of the storm. She re- 
turned to her wharf at Savannah. As the 
storm rose last night, Captain Fitzgerald 
and the mate, Fred Magill, were attempting 
to make her more secure—the rest of the 
crew had left—when the raging waters tore 
her from her moorings. The engineer, a 
brother of the captain, was swept overboard 
and vever heard from. Captain Fitzgerald 
and Magill regained the boat, which was 
hurled against a large vessel in front, the 
upper deck was crushed in, and a tug boat 
was hurled against the rear at the same 
time, and thus in the blackness of the 
night, at the mercy of the storm the gal- 
lant little steamer and her brave cowmand- 
ers lived till the tempest lulled toward day- 
light, The Plant looks asif Sione moun- 
tain had fallen upon it, but we hope she 
will bud forth again next spring and come 
out in anew dress. Thesteamer Carrie was 
drifted high and dry and left in an old 
field. Two pilot boats are out in the marsh, 
and several large sailing vessels have been 
grounded. The mainmastsin some of the 
largest ships anchured in the river, were 
snapped like walking sticks, and others 
again were torn from their sockets and 
whirled overboard bythe wind. At the 
foot of Barnard street there is a 
general mixture of sloops, schooners, 
flats, anc bateaus, crushed and sunk. 
The wharves for half a mile are blown 
down, broken down and washed away, in- 
cluding that of the Savannah, Florida and 
Western railroad. The rice plantations 
below the city have been inundated, caus- 
ing a total loss of this year’s crop, which 
will fall heavily upon the planters. A 
portion of the market has been blown 
down. The roof has been blown off of 
the postoffice, and also the exchange, and 
both flooded, and about half the business 
houses and private residences are in the 
same fix. The loss is estimated at from 
one totwo million dollars. About one- 
half of the beautiful trees that gave to 
Savannah the name of the forest city, 
have been overturned, and it will take 
twenty yearsto put them back as the 
were before. The streets are blocked wit 
fallen trees, tin roofs and debris, and de- 
vastation meets the eye on every side, It 
is acommon remark even by the oldest 
men that never before have they witnessed 
such astorm.

We were at first surprised that a people who 
had been so lately cur enemies on the battle- 
field, and who were still our antagonisis at 
the ballot-box, should’ have any deeper 
feeling on the subject than the natural revulsion 
with which the human mind receives the istelli- 
genee of greatcrimes. Ifthe shooting of Presi- 
Gent Garfield bad excited no more indignation in 
that quarter than the killing of the czar of Russia 
produced, many of us would have been not in the 
least surprised. We ali remember that the killing 
of President Lincoln was received by the south 
with only faint symptoms of regret. Weare able 
now to see why a people steepedin blood of their 
own aud hot with the passions of a war which 
had ended must disastrously for them could not 
be expected to lament very bitterly the death of 
one whom they regarded their principal 
adversary. They have since learned and 
acknowledged that when Lincola fell 
they lost their most infiuential friend, and 
that the builet of Wilkes Bvooth was for them the 
most fatal missle of the time. The shooting of 
President Garfield has come at along remove 
from the issues of battle. That the temper of 
southern society hasacquired a far different tone 
was krown to many of us, but Was not felt and 
recognized byany in the proper measure until 
the disaster of the second of July called us all to 
the house of mourning. The evidences of aillic 
tion in the lately rebellious states are so Dumer~ 
ous, 80 Unaffected and so long-coutinued that no 

ssible doubt remains that they are of one fami- 
y with us in the sincerity of a common sorrow.

Ferty-seventh Day—Augast 30. 
THE SENATE. 


The senate met yesterday at the usual 
hour and was called to order by the presi- 
cent, Prayer was offered by the chaplain, 
Rev. John W. Heidt, D D. The roil was 
cailed and the journal was read. 

L. A. Dean, L. M. Felton, Richard Malt- 
by and H. T. ‘Turner were invited to seats 
on the floor. 

On motion of Mr. McWhorter, the house 
bill prohibiting the sale of farm products 
in Bibb county during the night time, was 
taken up, reconsidered, amended so as to 
not inciade the city of Macon and then 


Leave of absence was granted Mr. Reid. 

The house bil! for the creation of public 
schools in Sandersville was taken up and 
passed. 

Mr. Hackett, chairman of the committee 
on penitentiary, made a favorable reporton 
the bill to provide for a better inspection 
and management of the convicts in this 
state. 

Mr. McDaniel, chairman of the commit- 
tee on judiciary, made a report on certain 
bills, which was read. 

Mr. Winn, chairman, of the committee 
on corporations, made a report on certain 
bills, which was read. 

Mr. Fouche, chairman of the committee 
on finance, made a report, which was 
read, 

Mr. Parks, chairman of the committee on 
state library, made a report. 

A message was received from the bouse of 
representatives notifying the senate of the 
passage of certain bills. 

The special order, which was a bill to 
provide for the taxation of the property of 
railroad companies for county purposes, 
was taken up and after discussion was de- 
feated by a vote of 20 to 16. 

The senate adjourned to 10 o’clock a.m , 
to-day. 

THE HOUSE. 
The house met at 9 o'clock. and was 


+ called to order by the speaker. Prayer by 


Rey. John Jones, D. D., chaplain. The rol! 
call showed a quorum to be present. The 
journal was read and approved. 

rhe bill of Mr. Patterson. of Fulton, to 
refund $2,096 to the Home insurance com 
pany was considered in committee of the 
whole with Mr. Render, of Meriwether, in 
the chair. 

The bill proposes to refund 
double tax collected under the 
law of 1869, which imposes a tax of 2 
per cent on gross premiums of companies 
from other states, while home companies 
were taxed only 1 per cent, The supreme 
court has decided that this act was illegal, 
and now the state has to refund all the 
di yuble taxes thus collected. 

The committee then amended the bill by 
reducing the amount to $2 023 50, and then 
reported it favorably to the house. 

I'he report was adopted and the bill 
paszed on a call of yeas and nays, as re- 
quired by the constitution, without a dis- 
senting vote. 

The next bill was another by Mr. Patter- 
son to refund $2,222 for a reason similar to 
that in the former case, to the Underwriters 
agency of New York. The bil was con 
sidered in committee of the whole with 
Mr. Kimsey, of White, in the chair. 

Mr. Garrard, of Muscogee, explained th 
bill, and moved to amend by reducing the 
amount ito $2,035.12. Agreedto. The bil! 
was reported favorably to the house and 
was Unanimously passed on a call of the 
yeas and nays. 

Mr. Rawlins, of Dodge—A bill to pro- 
vide for the registration of voters in 
own of Eastman 

The judiciary committee reported a sub- 
stitute for this and two other bilis regu- 
lating elections in Eastman. The substi-~ 
tute was read and was passe din lieu of the 
three bills which it replac 

Mr. Harre!), of Decatur—A bill to re- 
quire the keeping of a record of aii wild 
lands and to regulate the manner of paving 
taxes onthe same. The bill reqnires the { 
comptraller to furnish to the clerk of the 
superior court in each county in 
which the lands are situated to 
keep a fnll and accurate record of all wild 
lands in the county, and that the land 
shall be} returned to the tax receiver of the 
county. 

sir Reese, of Wilkes, said the bill pro- 
posed changes in the present law which he 
asked the house to consider well. He had 
interviewed the comptroller, and he did not 
think the proposed charges weuld work 
well, 

Mr. Spence, of Mitchell, said there might 
D€ thing sin the bill whic h he could not 
weep nat be was heartily in favor of 
ome cha ‘in the presen! law. It had 
protec ted competition and engendered 
(ramus 

Mr. Garrard, of Muscogee, said that the 

entieman from Wilkes had given but one 
reason egainst the billand that was that 
the comptroller did not think it a good 
bill. Thisis merely his opinion as an ex- 
pert a: nd he does not constitute a third 
house. The present law has been found a 
miserable cover for fraud. Wild lands 
ought to be returned Jike any other prop 
erty 1n the country where it lies, 

Mr. Smith, of Oglethorpe, opposed the 
bill. Itsmain object is to have wild lands 
returned for taxation inthe county where it 
lies. The law as it now stands is good enough 
if properly administered. 

Mr. Sweat, of Church, said that the pres- 
ent jaw was notin apy way the work of 
the present comptroller. He favored the 
bili as an amendment needed for the pres- 
ent law. 

*-Mr. Reese—Did not the legislature of 
1874 pass such a bill asthis and was it not 
repealed in a year or so afterwards? 

Mr. Sweat—The law was different in 
many respects from, this bill, 
W hat we want is to have 
the wild lands returned Lo 

.he tax receiver of each county where they 
may lie and not to the comptroller genera! 
as they now are. This bill would not make 
auy hardship, and would correct gross evils 
in the present law. 

Mr. Rice, of Fulton, suggested that a non- 
resident might mail the return of his land 
to the ordinary, ard if the letter was lost 
his land would be sold, 

Mr. Hammond said a bill very similar 
would have passed the last legislature had 
the house been fuller at the time it came 
up for final consideration. The principle 
in the bill is one which has been lustily 
contended for, and which bas triumphed on 

this floor. It is the principle that the lo- 
cality which protects property should 

j the revenue of its taxation. 

objection of the gentleman 
from Fulton, Mr. Hammond thought, 
was merely imaginary. He then referred 
to the objections urged by Mr Smith 
against the bill, and urged that the pro 
posed law could be made as practicable as 
could be desired. Many of the frauds 
which beve disgraced the wild land system 
of Georgia were the direct outgrowth of the 
present law. 

Mr. Barrow. of Clarke, said that the 
akong ef hiscounty owned wild land cov- 

og an area halfas large again as Clarke 
ci ouaty, but he should favor the bill. 

Phough the people in Clarke county now 
returned these lands to the tax re 
ceiver of their own county, and would 
under this law be compelled to 
return them elsewhere, he would be com- 
pelled to vote for the bill for two reasons: 
[t would be a benefit to the very people it 
seems to harm, and it would be of benefit to 
the people of the whole state. A man in 
Ciarke returns to the tax receiver of his 
county wild lands lyingin Kabun. Now 
the tax receiver of Rabun is obliged to 
give in these lands as unreturned. The 
comptroller has to take ail the tax books in 
the state and hunt up one lot of land not re- 
turned in one county tosee whether or not 
it is returned in some other county. 

U uder the present system a lot of land 
not ¢:eturned in Rabun, where it lies, but 
in Clarke where it isowned, can be claimed 
by a man in Rabun. He will refuse to 
pay taxon it andit will be sold by the 
sheriff. He will get somebody to buy it in 
fur him and then he will quietly sit down 
with the sheriffstitle and wait for the 
seven years to lapse while the ownerof the 
land knows nothing of the proceedings. 

The proposed law would benefit the state 
and the counties by greatly reducing the 
quantity of unreturned wild lands, 

There iid lands in southwest Geor- 
gia in wh e only value is turpentine, 
and the have been used by parties 
who didn’t Own them, or pretended to own 
them, simply because the owners were in 
distant counties returning their lands with 
no agent to attend to their interest in the 
hye |S where tne land ought to be return-

Mr. Reese, of Wilkes, said these reasons 
would seem plausible if the same plan nuw¥ 
proposed had not once been tried and found 
deficient 

Mr, Barrow said that the act referred to 
Was quite different, as it allowed wild 
lands to be returned in the county of the 
owner's residence.

The bill which wes introduced by Senator 

Westbrook several weeks ago to provide for the 


correct assessmentol pieperty for taxation, and 
which created nosmailamount of comment at 
the time, has oe rowwe Changes in the com. 
mittee room. Itwill be remembered that the 
bill as introduced and as published in full at yd 


county wo meet on 
days in May, June and July in eech year, for the 
urpose of reviewing and correcting the tax lets. 
Fe tax-receiver of each county under the bill is 
to be provided with printed iists embracing 
every species of property, which shail be filiea 
oul en by the tax-payer. The bili 


prov des 

* Piet itehall be the duty of said board when 
seid tax liste are presented by the receiver of tax 
returns, to carefully examine said lists, and if 
they find upon examination thereol, that any tax 
payer hes pieced # vaiuation of his property, re- 
wurced on seid list, below the true and full value 
tnereof, they s all proceed to correct the valua- 
Liou and place the same with the corrected value 
upon said lists, aud return said .isis to the wx 
receiver, and it sbali be ihe dutyof the tax re- 
ceiver to immediately notify the tax payer 
whose lists have been corrected by the board, of 
the correctioa made, and if the tax payer Waose 
list bas been corrected, fecis aggrieved by such 
corrections, such tax payer shall have the privi- 
lege of appearing before said board with his 
grievances, aud it shall be the duty of said board 
to carefully examine into the same, and if, upon 
examination and review of said list, they find 
they were iu error, they sbali correct the same, a3 
shall appea: to them to be just apd true.”’ 

Biuce the bill wae published Mr. Westbrook 
proposes to amend as follows:

responding in every respect to the regular cigest 
furnished him by the comptroller geieral a8 pro- 
yided by section 45 of code (said biotler Ww be 
furnished by the comprolier general at the time 
of furnishing the regular digest), placiog each 
class of property under bead of column, desig- 
nating such property in the b.otter furvished, 
aud it shail be the duty of the tax receiver, when 
he basmade his rounds as sdvertised by him, 
aod at ine time of making out his digest, as re - 
quired by sectiod 849 Of code, i» Compare the 
vrigivai return of the tax payer, 
as shown by the blower, with the 
list reviewed anu corrected by the board as p o 
vided in sections 9, }0 and llof thisact. And if 
he fiuds by such comparison of the corrected List 
witk the original entry upon the biotter, that 
the board have changed any or allof the values 
upon aid list, be shall enter upon 
his digest the vaiues as shown by the. list 
reviewed aud corrected by the board, and 
if at the time of completing his digest aod fur- 
nishing same 1oO the comptroller-geperal, ordi- 
pary and tax collector, as required by section 
849 of the Code, there is any iists Of the tax pay- 
ersin the randsof the board which have uot 
been reviewed and corrected, as provided by 
this act, he shail enter upon his digest 
tue original return of the tax payer, as 
shown by the blotter, and it.sbail be the duty 
of the tax receiver when said tists 
are turned over to him by the beard, waich had 
not been corrected aud reviewed. ly them, at the 
time of his closivg his digest, to compare said 
lists with the origiaal @utry as shown by the 
b.otter, and if the board has made any Change 
in the valuations, as shown by said corrected 
lists, he shall report the amount of the values s9 
chauged to the tax co!)cctor, ordinary gud comp- 
troller general, atid it shall be the duty of the tax 
cvllect.r, in col e tlugti%e state and county tax 
from the iax ,a):/r, Ws ose list has been reviewed 
aud corrected vy the board aiter the regular 
Gizest bad been furnished Lim by the tax 
receiver, in addition to tbe tax on the 
property of such tax-payer es represented by the 
digest, to collect the tax upon the increased 
vaiues made by the board as shown by the list 
aud reported him by the tax receiver, and it 
shall be the duty of tne tax Collector in making 
his final settiements in the state and county to 
report such tax as has been collected by him 
upon list corrected and reviewed, after digests 
were closed by tax receiver, as tax collected not 
upon digests, Andit shail be the duty of the 
lax receiver to deposit the list provided in this 
act with the ordinary of his couuty, 
who asbali place same under seul 
and shall be kept by him until the next returns 
for taxatiou shall have been completed. Said 
li-t to be given to none, except the board provi- 
vided in this act, or to the grand jury when 
demanded. 

Also to amend section 17 by striking out of 
seme everyibing after words ‘authority afore- 
gaid’’ in first une, and in place thcieof add the 
foliowiug: 

That itahall be the duty of the comptroller 
geveral to have the lists provided for in this act 
printed with the oath required by preceding sec- 
ion attached thereto, aud at the time of forwaid- 
ing the digest to the receivers of tax returns, as 
now required by law. He shall forward to each 
receiver of tax returns a ‘sufficient number of 
such lisis toenabie them to take the returns of 
ine tax-payers of their respective counties, 
bul is also amended so as to make 
form of the oath as follows: 

*] do solemniy swear thatI have caretuliy 
read. or have heard read, and have duly consid- 
ered, the questions propounded in the foregoing 
iax lists, aud that tbe values placed by me ou 
the property reiurned as shown by said list, ds at 
the true and fuil vaiue thereof; and, i do further 
swear, that I have returned for purpose of being 
taxed thereon every species of property that! 
own in my Own right, or baye cuntroi Oj, either 
as agent, executor, administrator, or otherwise, 
and that in making said return for purpose of be 
ing taxed thereon, I have aot attempted, either 
by transferring my property to anouher oi by any 
other meaus, sought to evade the laws governiug 
blaxatlion jin this state; aid, I do further swear, 
thatin making said return I have done so by 
estimating the true and full vaiue of every 
species of property contained therein, wilt=out 
deductivg my iud bieducss,”’
